Jacksonville, Fla., Doc 14 — JuPto 
Carrillo, a well known Cuban of this 
city, brother of the Cuban General Car- 
rillo, has recived the following letter 
fpon a trustworthy correspondent in 
Havana, confirming tlio reports of the 
death of Antonio Macco, and showing 
that he was killed by tri'aclu rv. Tlie 
dispatch was dated at Havana, Der. 9 : 

"Ovr brave general, Antonio Maceo, I 
and.thie greater part of his staff have 
been murdered by the Spaniards, the! 
Ppanish Major Cirujpda artin^r tin- p.irt i 
ot assassin, and Dr. Maximo Zcrtucha '

"CJonvinced that notwithsfandinp his 
enomionfl army he conkl do nothing 
against our gallant b adcr, who had so 
repeatedly defeated tlie Spanish generals 
in Eio del Pinar, Weyler conceived the 
idea of appeasing his beastly instinct by 
cold-blooded murder, and making the 
best of the secret relations between Dr. 
Zertacha and the Marquis of Ahnniuda, 
lie planned with th« latter his hellish 

scheme. 

"Weyler took the Add, and in absence 
Abumada proposed throuKh Zertucha a 
conference with Maceo, to take place at 
a certain point in the province of Ha- 
vana, with the view of arranginK plans 
for the cessation of hostilities. The 
basis was to be Cuba's independence 
and a monetary indemnity to Spain, to- 
gether with certain advantages that 
shooldbe accreed noon for Spanish con- 
ference wad Speniidi capital Invested 
there.

"The conditions and place of the meet- 
ing having been agreed on, Macw) 
crossed the tn)cha over the road to 
Guanajay, without being molested by 
the forts, but as soon as he arrived at 
the place decided npon he and his party 
were greeted with a tremendous volley 
from the troops under Major Cirupjeda, 
who lay couveiiienllv in anibush.

IT HAS BEE N DO NE BEFORE. 

Macco Nut the Fir*t Leader .Miirilt-rcil hy 
the S|ianlardii. 

Washinqton, Deo. 14.— Senor de 
Lome, the Spanish minister, bitterly de- 
noonoes the statements made by Gen- 
eral Oarrlllo in the letter given in tht 
Jacksonville dispatches. He said the 
reports that Maceo was assassinated or 
killed by any tn^achery were false and 
absurd, and to give credence to them 
wonld be an insolt to Jndgment. Be- 
yond this the minister decflned to dis- 
cuss the story. 

The drounstaatlal details were signfl - 
cant to the Ooban delegation, and for 
th; first thne Senor Qneaada. ' the 
charge d'affairs of thejvnta. admitted 
the probability that Maceo was dead. 
He said the canse of liberty woold not 
be hort by Maceo's death, for his loss 
wonld be offset by a reaction that would 
probably follow here and in Cuba in 
the insorgents' interest, as a result of 
the alleged assassination. 

Senor Quesada said that two Weeks 
• '^o he received information that tlx 
Spanish minister had informed a friend 
that the Spanish were negotiating with 
Maceo, but that he did not then give it 
the significance the Jacksonville dis 
patches indicates. Zertnclia, tlie per 
8onal physician of Maceo, he re;:ardcd 
as the prinn; mover in tlie alleged i)]nt 
and he pointed out that Zi rtui ha had 
been suspected of personing General 
Gomez several years aga Mr. Quesada 
said : ' 

"I am Kurpri.«ed that Maceo siiould 
fall into such a plot, if the story is true 
Tiie action is in line with foriiuT pecu 
liar jiliases of the Spanish campaign 
Augusto Arango, during the last K 
year.-^' war on the island, was induced 
r.n a i)lea to talk ovi r the disposition of 
troops in his .■-i i iion to enter the citv of 
■Puerto I'nncipe. Tliougli rariying 
flag of truce, he was sliot down almost 
as soon as he had entered the Spanish 
lines. A similar incident occurred in 
the beginning of this revolution. Major 
(5eiieral Flor Crombet, an associate of 
Marco's, in command of Santiago de 
Cuba, was lured into a Spanish ambus 
cade on a pretense of a conference over 
prisoners after protection had been 
gnaranteed by the Spaniards." 

A gAWBAROUS "WAWFARI.

New Yohk, Dec. 14.— The dispatches 
telling of the assassination of General 
Antonio Biaceo by the Spanish soldier: 
have aroused gi^t indignation among 
the ftriends of Cuba and the lovers of 
fair play in this city Out of several 
score of prominent New Yorkers inter 
viewed on the subject all express a deep 
sense of outrage, almost invariably end 
ed by the statement that the United 
States government had now been given 
the opportunity to honorably interfere 
and put an end to the Spanish atrocities 
Congressman Daniel E. Sickles voiced 
the general sentiment when he said : 

"If the story of the murder of Gen- 
eral Maceo is true, it warrants prompt 
action on the part of the United States 
to put an end to this barbanms kind of 
warfare. It is in line with other acts 
of the Spanish, and, I think, calls for 
immediate action. It would be stopped 
in any European country in :'() (lays. 
Tlio Spanish are simply engaged in a 
war of extermination, and no Kuropean 
government would stand by and see 
prisoners of war shot and outrage after 
outrage perpetrated without making a 
fardDie (AtJection."

Madkid, Deo. 14.— In an interview 
^v^th a correspondent for a Madrid 
newspaper, Captain General Wc-yler 
states that he has returned to Havana 
in order to disixTse the rebels who are 
floc'King into the province of Havana. 
He says he will then return to Pinar del 
Rio, which he hopee to effect the pacifi- 
cation of in three weeks. 

Captain (Jenernl Weyler said to this 
correspondent that Maceo's death was a 
terrible blow to the insurgents, that 
they had no other general equal to him 
in prestige that many insurgents were 
likely to abandon their arms in conse- 
quence of hiH death. 

MACEO'S SUCCESSOR.

Havana, Dec. 14.— It is announced in 
ofTIcial circles here that the accounts re- 
ceiv( (1 by tho Cuban junta detailing the 
manner in which Maceo met liis death 
ore absolutely untnie. The statement 
that Maoeo was assassinated through 
the Instrumentality of Dr. Zertnoha, 
who, it is claimed, led Maceo and his 
staff across the trocha, where they were 
met by Ahnniada and the Spanish sol- 
diers and murdered, after being invited 
to a conference, Is oflloiallyand emphat- 
ically denied. 

Maceo expected the insnzgent Briga- 
dier Genenu Sanchea to concentrate his 
forces in Havana province in readiness 
for Maoeo when he shonld pass the 
trooha. It happens, however, that in 
passing the Spanish column, command- 
ed bv Major Oirujeda, Maoeo mistook 
the force of guerrillas under Peral for 
Sanohes's vanguard and found himself 
among them before he discovered his 
mistake. At the first volley from the 
Spanish Maceo fell wounded. The in- 
surgents, taken by surprise, commenced 
a general tire as they retreated and 
abandoned Maceo in a dying condition. 

(Colonel Feijoo has had an engage 
meiit at C.impo Florida, near Havana, 
with the conceuliated forces of the in 
Kwrgeiits which weri' with Ma( co at the 
time ho was killed, and wiiich are now 
following the leaders Aguirre. CastiUo, 
Ainngun'n, Cardenas, (Jallo and Lo/.o, 
and which iimiiber l.liOO liorsemen.

Fk.\nki-()i;t, Ky., Dec. 14.— The Ken- 
tucky court of appeals handed down the 
decision iu the Walling case Satarday 
and refused to give Scott Jackson's 
canipanion in crime a new trial. There 
is some hope now that the murderers of 
poor Pearl Rryan will get the punish- 
ment they so richly deserve — death on 
the gallows. It will probably be a 
double hanging. This will be decided 
by the gove.'iior within a few days. 

The following is an abstract oif the 
Walling decisum: Walling's connec- 
tion with the movements of the mur- 
dered girl di^iring her stay in CMndnnati 
and his attempts to dispose of her ef- 
fects after the murder are clearly es- 
tablished by the proof, to say nothing 
of the direct proof of the negro cab 
driver. The verdict can not, therefore, 
be disturbed for a lack of evidence to 
support it. 

The snflloienoy of the indictment and 
the correctness of these instructions 
have been carefully reviewed in the 
Jackson case, and these grounds nesd 
not be considered further. Th» same 
is true of the statements of the aooossd 
to the officers and the reporters. They 
were made freely and voluntarily. 

The statements of the aoonsed to the 
witness, Albion, that he intended to stay 
at Heider's hotel on Thursday night 
may be comii.'tcnt : but it.s exclusion 
was not iirejudicial in his substantial 
rights. The proof comes suspiciously 
near showing Albion himself to be con- 
nected with the crime, or of having 
a knowledge oT .lackson's and Walling's 
coiinei tion with it. If such a statenn-nt 
was made, or if Walling had such an 
intention, the proof is clear that he 
abandoned it. and diil ikjC ill fact stay 
there that night. 

"While this court is not the trier of 
the facts, ^v^■ are authorized to dete'*. 
miiK what errors atf'ect or do not affect 
till' substantial rights of the accused, 
and perceiving no errors to the appel- 
lant's prejudice in this record, the jMf> 
ment is af firmed." 

It Is believed by tlie Spriugtloid, u., po- 
iioo that the W. H. lirudley arrestod in 
Altuoun, Pa., for forgery, is Frank Brad- 
ley uf tliut city, who got out of the re- 
furiuatury at Puntlac, 111., in November 
last for forging chocks on tho Dig Four. 
Soon after going there bo forged a chock 
on S. A. Told & Company, the cloibler-', 
for too and disappeared. The d«»o:-ipilous 
of the two men are said to tally exaetiy.

Washington, D. C, December 10.—

cians here are disposed to doubt the 
accuracy of" the latest story from Louis- 
Villa of a new torfe in the taotica of Oov- 
ernor Bradley. Those seen to-day were 
still of til)* opinion tliat an extra session 
of the Legislature is to be called. They 
could not tbink otherwise, and if Gov. 
iBradtey has decided otherwise, as is al- 
leged, they will be greatly surprised. 
Representative Hunter, who is said to 
have tnfRdent Republican votM pledged 
to him to secure the Republican caucus 
nomination, has been expecting an extra 
aeaaion, and it ia aaid to^y that he is 
doubtful about the story sent from Lou- 
isville. Kentuckians here assert that 
sentiment is too strong for an extra 
session to be thwarted. 

The reported decision of Gov. Brad* 
ley means that tliere will be a vacancy 
in the Kentucky Senatorship until a new 
Legislature haa been elected next fall, 
and has chosen a aoooaaaof to Swiator 
Blackburn. 

Senator Chandler said that it* was the 
height of folly for the Governor of Ken- 
tucky not to call an extra session. He 
said that this Congress could not seat an 
appointee, and, ofcoMr-»e, the next Con- 
gress could not ; tliat it was against 
every principle the Senate has set. 
Moreover, he said, there waa no question 
about the admission of a Senator if 
elected at M extra aaaalon of the Legis- 
lature. 

Senator Thnrston said that Governor 

Bradley ounht to know that an appointee 
would not be given a seat in the Senate, 
and that it would be diaaatioiM for the 

(iovernor not to call an extn aoaaion of 

the Kentucky Legislature. 

Senator Allen said that the Senate had 
decided the point raised by (tovernor 
Bradley, and that no appointee would be 
seated. Aa to the seating of a man 
chosen at an extra session, the Senator 
said that he could see no reason against 
it. 

Senator Mitchell, Chairman of the 
Committee of Elections, said : "I wonld 

vote against seating an appointee of 
Governor Bradley, in spite of the im- 
portance which attaches to the Senator* 

ship from Kentucky. The Senate haa 
decided tliat when the Legislature haa 
convened and had » chance to elect a 
Senator, and yet bad failed to elect one, 
the Governor had no j)o\ver to appoint." 

Senator Sboup, of Idaho, said : "It is 
all-important to have a Republican Sen- 
ator from Kentucky, and the only chance 
to have one is through election. It can- 
not be done by appointment."

AfternaoB. 



What has been predictilA tllM and 
a^ain has at last occtirred. 

The Lexington street crossing of the 
0. u4 0. WM th« M«D« of • hcwrtble 
«ocldc|il late Satordajr afternoon. 

In the twinkling of an eye alnaost, with 
but an instant's warning, two young Uvea 
were burled into eternity. | 

The 6. and O.'i weetboand Fait Fljrei^ 
due here at 4:2o was the instrument of 
death, and Mr. John VVlllelt and Mr. Roe 
Hall, two young men from the vicinity of 
Wedonia, were tb* ftetlms. 

The yoang men bad spent the day 
in town, and were juft starting home. 
They were ia a buggy drawn by a small 
bay hone, and were driving leiiorely 
wnth on Lexington atteet 

The 0. and O. tracks intersect Lexins;- 
toa street atThlrd. One of the buildings 
of the Hall plow plant occupies the 
northeast comer of Third and Lexington , 
making it an impossibility for a person 
driving south to see an approaching west- 
bound train until he is with in a few feet 
of the track, and it is likewise an impoe- 
■Ibility for an engineer to see any yehlde 
that may be approaching until it comes 
from behind the building referred to. 

Several fatalties have been narrowly 
•vwtad at this crossing and the City 
Conncil finally compelled the company 
to erect an electric alarm bell to warn 
people of the approach of trains. C!oua- 
dl wanted gates or a watchman at the 
first three croaslngs in the Fifth ward, 
but tlie company placed a watchman at 
only one crossing, Commerce street, and 
«reetad MUa at Poplar and Lazingtoa. 

^lett and Hall either did not hear 
the bell, or paid no attention to it. Liv 
ing in the country, it may be they did 
not know they were approaching the 
railroad. At any rata they did not know 
their danger, until the shrill whistle of 
the engine rang out. Then they were 
seen to lash their horse with the whip in 
d vain effort to dear tiM traok. Thar 
train, however, was so close upon them 
when the engineer first discovered the 
buggy that the whistle had hardly ceased 
before t^e engine strack the vehide with 
terrific force. 

The front axle of the buggy was we<l„'ed 
between the second and third ribs of the 
right aide of the cowcatcher or pilot, and 
the veblele and bodies of tlie onfortonate 
young men were carried about 600 feet. 
Just west of I'upliir street, a portion of the 
buggy and Willett'u body fell oS into the 
ditch on the north side. * When the en- 
gine came to a atop a few feet fbrther 
west. Hall's body and the front axle and 
wheels of the buggy were still resting on 
the pilot. 

Wflleitt's head was cmshed, and be 

was no doubt instantly killed by the col- 
lision. Hall's neck was broken, his left 
lei AQ<i thigh and right wrist were frac- 
|ared, his right obMt and the pdvia wa^ 
arasbedi and Vhertwas an ngly wound in 
the back part of his head. He was still 
breathing when lifted off of the pilot, 
but expired in a short time. 

The newt of the terrible accident spread 
on lightnUiifs wings, and a large crowd 
was on the scene in a few minutes. The 
bodies of the unfortunates were hastily 
placed on cots. lUlad Into the baggage 
car, and taken down to the depot where 
they were latar «|i taroad over to Coroner 
Roe.

His body was removed Saturday evening 
to Mclllvaia A Humphrey's undertaking 
roonu and prepared for burial. The fo- 
neral occurred this morning at 9:30 
o'clock, with services by Rev. M. W. 
Hiner, of Flemingsburg. Interment at 
thatplaoa. 

The unfortunate young men had a large 
number of friends in this city, who were 
shocked at their sudden and awful death. 

Mr. Isaac Keith, who Uvea Just south 
<rf the Amason Hdl, was standing at hia 

gate when the arcident occurred. He 
was looking in an opposite direction, 
however, and did not see the buggy. He 
tomed Just in time to sea the horse 
Jump, as it seemed to him, from " be- 
tween the engine and baggage car." The 
animal was bruised on the left hip but 
not badly injured. 

Isaac Lewis and wife, colored, who live 
just south of the railroad, on Poplar 
street, a square west, saw the buggy when 
the engine struck it. A little sen of Mr.

The child 
says the men were whipping their horse 
when the train struck the buggy. 

Engineer Clemens, ooneidered one of 
the best on the road, was in charge of the 
engine. He has been unfortunate in the 
way of such fatalities, as be was in charge 
of No. 4 whan it strode and killed young 
Pollock and the Misses Lula and Ullie 
T>inss one nfght a few weeks ago at Con- 

cord.

W.a.«;hi\oton, Dec. 14.— The Lodpf 
immiKnition bill as the unfinished buFi- 
ness will have 'le right of way in thf 
senate each da. after a oclock nnti) 
diapoaed of, and tbe friends of tbe meas- 
ore baTe annooneed tbeir determina- 
tion not to cease tbeir labors in its l>e- 
half until a vote shall be secured 
upon it.
